6-2 straw poll favors 
N A A C P recom m endation 


A p ack ed City Co u n cil cham bers, p redo min an tly black , Mo n day n ight heard 
the City Co u n cil back a gran d ju ry in v estigatio n o f the early Satu rday distu r­ 
ban ce at the An tho n y Bu ck n er Ap artm en ts. 
The co u n cil v o ted 6 -2 in fav o r o f this co u rse o f actio n , which was u rged by the 
lo cal chap ter o f the NAACP. Rep u blican s Ro bert Vit an d Larry Stev en so n were 
in the min o rity , say in g they p referred to await the o u tco me o f an in v estigatio n 
by the Sedalia Hu man Rights Co mmissio n . 
Mo n day n ight’s sho w o f sen tim en t was co n sidered a straw v o te o n ly , sin ce the 
co u n cil was n o t o fficially in sessio n . The brief o fficial sessio n that p receded the 
meetin g dealt o n ly with au tho rizin g the Kelsey -Hay es bo n d sale. 
The u n u su al sessio n was the third in v o lv in g m em bers o f the City Co u n cil 
fo llo win g the distu rban ce at the p u blic ho u sin g u n its early Satu rday mo rn in g. 
Sev eral black s claimed the p o lice u sed ex cessiv e fo rce to q u ell the distu rban ce. 
Flight residen ts o f the co mp lex were arrested in the in ciden t, an d bo th sides 
rep o rted in ju ries. 
The NAACP m ain tain ed that a co u n ty gran d ju ry was the o n ly way o f deter­ 
min in g the facts su rro u n din g the in ciden t. 


Allegation cited 


The reso lu tio n was fo rmally in tro du ced by lo cal atto rn ey Stan ley Co x , legal 
co u n sel fo r the NAACP. 
The fo rmal do cu men t p resen ted to the co u n cil sp ecifically cited “ an allega­ 
tio n o f illegal en try in to a p riv ate residen ce by m em bers o f the Sedalia Po lice 
D ep artm en t” 
The charge was a referen ce to en try by p o lice in to the ho me o f Mrs. Jo an n 
Hawk in s, 3 54 West Salin e. She an d tho se in her ho me at the time hav e claimed 
the fo rced en try was u n p ro v o k ed an d u n lawfu l. Det. Jo hn Fillicetti stated that 
the ap artm en t was en tered to ap p rehen d a y o u th who y elled at him fro m Mrs. 
Hawk in s’ win do w an d refered to him in a v u lgar man n er. 
The reso lu tio n was sign ed by Mrs. Eln o ra Green , p residen t, an d Oscar 
Lawso n , chairm an o f the legal redress co mm ittee o f the NAACP. 
“They ev alu ated all the p o ssible fo ru ms whereby all the facts o f this ev en t 
co u ld be ex amin ed an d after that ev alu atio n , they decided the o n ly fo ru m 
whereby all the facts co u ld be learn ed was a gran d ju ry ,” Co x to ld the co u n cil. 
Lawso n to ld the co u n cil that his co mm ittee was ask in g them to “p u rsu e the 
legal av en u e that will brin g o u t all the facts.” 
He also called fo r a detached ju dgmen t based o n the in fo rmatio n u n co v ered, 
n o t o n ru m o rs. 
“We mu st balan ce the scales o f ju stice,” imp lo red Lawso n . “Let u s n o t be 
satisfied with a lo t o f scare talk an d emo tio n al talk .” 


Sid Harwell, chairm an o f the Hu man Rights Co mmissio n , said a su bco m­ 
m ittee o f his p an el is in v estigatin g the in ciden t. He said that p ro be will p ro bably 
en d late this week o r early n ex t week . 
Ho wev er, Po lice Chief William E. Miller in fo rmed the co u n cil he has ask ed 
Pro secu tin g Atto rn ey Mark Kemp to n to stu dy the p o ssibility o f filin g state 
charges again st tho se p erso n s arrested in co n n ectio n with the distu rban ce. 
“ Mr. Harwell, that will can cel an y in terv iews with an y o f my men o n the ad­ 
v ice o f the p ro secu tin g atto rn ey ,” said Miller. 
William Tu rley , assistan t p ro secu tin g atto rn ey , said his dep artm en t had re­ 
q u ested p o lice o fficers n o t to mak e an y statem en ts o n the case p rio r to a deci­ 
sio n o n filin g state charges. He said an y co mmen ts p rio r to the reso lu tio n o f the 
cases might p reju dice the o u tco me. 
Harwell, in co mm en ts du rin g an d after the meetin g, imp lied that Miller was 
emp lo y in g a delay tactic by seek in g the state charges. He said the p ro secu to r’s 
decisio n wo u ld delay the wo rk o f his su bco mmittee. That su bco mmittee p lan s to 
in terv iew sev eral p o lice o fficers in v o lv ed in the in ciden t. 
Tu rley to ld Harwell he an ticip ated mak in g a decisio n o n filin g state charges 
to day o r Wedn esday . 


There w as little emo tio n sho wn at the meetin g. The co u n cil’s decisio n to seek 
the gran d ju ry p ro be was greeted with silen ce. Ho wev er, fo llo win g the meetin g 
sev eral black leaders so u n ded n o tes o f o p timism. 
“ I thin k it’s o n the right track ,” Eu gen e Sims, chairm an o f the ten an t asso cia­ 
tio n at the ap artm en ts, said fo llo win g the meetin g. “With the co u n cil giv in g ap ­ 
p ro v al o n a straw v o te o f 6 -2, this sho ws that they ’re as in terested in reso lv in g 
the p ro blem as we are. ” 


Only j udge con call j ury 


Sev eral o fficials had ex p ected the cro wded sessio n to be u n ru ly . Ho wev er, it 
was o rdered an d direct, lastin g o n ly abo u t o n e ho u r. 
“ I really thin k this is the best k in d o f sho win g, “ Sims said. “Man y p eo p le 
tho u ght it was go in g to be belligeren t an d it was n o t.” 
The o rigir.al reso lu tio n was amen ded at the su ggestio n o f Third Ward 
Demo crat Carl Fran k lin to in clu de the fact that the gran d ju ry p ro be co u ld n o t 
be limited in its sco p e. 
Co x had n o ted in his p resen tatio n o f the reso lu tio n that “there hav e been 
allegatio n s by m em bers o f the Sedalia Po lice Dep artm en t that their liv es hav e 
been en dan gered.” He said tho se allegatio n s n eed to be cleared u p an d that a 
gran d ju ry wo u ld be a way o f do in g ju st that. 
On ly Circu it Ju dge Do n ald Barn es can call a gran d ju ry in to sessio n .

Members o f Fire Fighters Lo cal 823 
wdl n o t resp o n d to calls o rderin g them to 
p erfo rm rio t co n tro l du ty . 
In the midst o f Satu rday ’s tu rmo il o v er 
the arrests o f eight p erso n s at the An ­ 
tho n y Bu ck n er Ap artm en ts, m em bers o f 
the lo cal u n io n co n tacted their rep resen ­ 
tativ e fro m the in tern atio n al o rgan iza­ 
tio n . Stan to n Gladden Gladden rep o rted­ 
ly to ld them they were n o t req u ired to 
p erfo rm rio t co n tro l He fu rther stated, 
acco rdin g to lo cal p residen t Gary Su tto n , 
that the in tern atio n al u n io n wo u ld su p ­ 
p o rt an y m em bers refu sin g o rders to re­ 
sp o n d fo r rio t actio n . 
“That is n o t o u r jo b,” Su tto n to ld The 
Demo crat-Cap ital 
Tu esday 
mo rn in g. 
"Ou r jo b is to p ro tect liv es an d fight 
fires, n o t ho se do wn p eo p le.” 
Su tto n fu rther stated that Chief Willis 
Jabas to ld fire fighters Mo n day n ight 
they wo u ld n o t be req u ired to co m bat 
rio ts. 
Assistan t Chief C. W 
“ R ed” Go rdy 
said he was in charge o f the shift wo rk in g 
when the distu rban ce at the ap artm en ts 
bro k e o u t. He said o n e o f the driv ers o n 
du ty rep o rted that he wo u ld n o t resp o n d 
to rio t du ty an d that sev eral o ther fire 
fighters felt the sam e way The idea o f 
p o ssibly u sin g the fire dep artm en t in 
su ch a ro le had been ex p lo red by City 
Co u n cilman Larry Stev en so n . 
“ I called the west statio n to see ho w 
they felt,” said Go rdy . “They said that if 
there was a fire they wo u ld go , bu t that 
they wo u ld n o t go if it was to wet p eo p le 
do wn .” 
Go rdy added, “That p u t m e in a p er- 
dicamen t, becau se if I go t a call to go 
I 
wo u ldn ’t hav e an y bo dy an d 1 can ’t blam e 
the gu y s.” 
Fire fighter Melv in Lan ge said he had 
co n tacted the secretary o f the u n io n who 
in tu rn co n tacted Gladden co n cern in g the 
matter. He said the secretary rep o rted 
Galdden ’s su p p o rt o f the fire fighter’s 
refu sal to resp o n d to rio t calls. 
Stev en so n , chairm an o f the City Co u n ­ 
cil’s fire an d w ater co mm ittee, wen t to 
the fire cen tral statio n early Satu rday . 
“Mr Stev en so n ask ed me if I wo u ld 
resp o n d an d 1 said n o ,” Lan ge said. 
Stev en so n said he was in fo rmed that 
the fire fighters wo u ld refu se rio t actio n . 
Lan ge to ld The Demo crat-Cap ital he 
had in q u ired abo u t the u n io n ’s p o sitio n 
o n rio t co n tro l becau se, “ I u n dersto o d we 
were go in g to be called to do so .” 


Officials did co n sider the p o ssibility o f 
callin g o n the fire dep artm en t to back u p 
the p o lice dep artm en t du rin g the Satu r­ 
day n ight distu rban ce. Ho wev er, n o re­ 
q u est fo r assistan ce was made.

Mu rray was beaten to death Su n day while walk in g ho me 
after mak in g what his wido w say s was “ his last attem p t to 
get the n eighbo rho o d to accep t him .” 
No w the y o u n g wo man v o ws n ev er to retu rn to their ho me. 
Mu rray wen t to an ev en in g meetin g a half-mile fro m his 
east Oak lan d ho me after o fferin g to do n ate so me athletic 
eq u ip men t fo r a n ew y o u th cen ter. 
The 28-y ear-o ld real estate salesm an walk ed ho me at abo u t 
8;3 0 p .m. 
abo u t that time, ho micide Sgt. Ed Su bica said, a 
wo man called p o lice an d rep o rted “ fo u r o r fiv e o f the lo cal 
thu gs are beatin g u p o n a white m an .” 
Mu rray was u n co n scio u s when p o lice arriv ed. He died two 
ho u rs later du rin g su rgery at Vesp ers Ho sp ital in n earby San 


Lean dro . 
Mrs. M u rray said in an in terv iew that tro u ble started right 
after they mo v ed in to their tract ho me in the o ld 
n eighbo rho o d called So bran te Park , an area p o lice say has 
o n e o f Oak lan d’s higher crim e rates. 
She said black n eighbo rs called her hu sban d n am es when 
he walk ed their do g. They u rged their do gs to attack the 


M u rray s’ p et, the y o u n g wo man recalled, an d children chas­ 
ed her hu sban d with stick s. 
On ce, Mrs M u rray recalled, as she was driv in g ho me a 
man leap ed o n to her car an d sm ashed a win do w, 
Last mo n th, the p eo p le ru n n in g a n eighbo rho o d ru m m age 
sale refu sed to accep t their do n ated clo thin g becau se they 
were white, Mrs. M u rray said. 
The Mu rray slay in g was o n the agen da o f a Mo n day n ight 
meetin g o f the E lm hu rst Co mmu n ity D istrict, which in clu des 
So bran te Park , 
“We’v e n ev er had an y p ro blems lik e this o u t here befo re,” 
bo ard mem ber Leo n ard Sco tt said, “This is p ro bably ju st an 
iso lated in ciden t, n o t a racial in ciden t.”

The m eetin g was held simu ltan eo u sly 
with a sim ilar meetin g in Plain s, Ga., 
altho u gh there were n o in dicatio n s the 
two gro u p s had an y co n tact with each 
o ther. 


Bo b D u ran t, head o f the mo v emen t o f­ 
fice in Jo hn so n , Kan ., which is co o r­ 
din atin g activ ities in Kan sas, said the 
strik e is set to begin Dec. 14 if farm ers 


are n o t receiv in g p arity p rices o f 100 
p er cen t by then . 
Du ran t defin ed p arity as “the p rice the 
farm er receiv es fo r his p ro du ct that 
wo u ld en able him to m eet his co sts, his 
labo r 
an d 
ex p en ses

R ather we will 
tak e go v ern men t lo an s o n o u r p ro du cts, 
k eep them o ff the m ark et an d y et k eep 
co n tro l,” an d; 
—“ We will n o t p ro du ce. We will n o t 
p lan t cro p s in the sp rin g o f 19 78.”

Hu go to n , Kan ., farm er, cau tio n ed that 
the strik e was n o t aim ed at hu rtin g the 
lo cal bu sin essmen . 
He 
stressed the 
imp o rtan ce o f su p p o rtin g the bu sin ess­ 
men in small farm co mm u n ities, an d 
said the strik e was aim ed at gettin g to 


the ro o t o f the p ro blem. 
Beth ('o ck reham , the wife o f a farm er 
in Stan to n Co u n ty . Kan ., who retu rn ed to 
a n u rsin g career to get en o u gh mo n ey to 
bu y gro ceries fo r her fain ilv . read a let­ 
ter she had written to Presiden t Jim m y 
Carter. 
The letter, dated Sep t. 21, 19 77, co m­ 
p ared the lo ss o f the farm er’s lan d to in ­

He said he has learn ed within the p ast 
three week s that the Jap an ese go v ern ­ 
men t is p u rchasin g American wheat fo r 
abo u t $2.00 a bu shel, then sellin g it to 
bak ers an d m illers fo r $6 00 a bu shel an d 
p o ck etin g the differen ce.

Administratio n (FAA) o n the pro po sed co nstructio n site o f a 
new terminal building at the city airpo rt, and will beg in 
advertising fo r bids this week . 
Airpo rt Bo ard Chairm an D.R. Landwehr, who anno unced 
the g o -ahead decisio n at a bo ard meeting Mo nday nig ht, said 
the Qity no w has until Dec. 20 to advertise, accept a bid and 
beg in co nstructio n. 


Co nstructio n o f the building will be funded with a $43,000 
g rant fro m the Eco no mic Develo pment Administratio n 
(EDA). Acco rding to the term s o f the g rant, wo rk o n the pro ­ 
ject must start within 9 0 day s fro m the day o f no tificatio n, 
Sept. 19. 


Landwehr said he plans to check with City Clerk Ralph 
Dedrick abo ut pro cedure fo r letting the bid, and then ho pes to 
ho ld a pre-bid co nference No v. 14 with any co ntracto rs in­ 
terested in submitting bids. 
In o rder to co mply with EDA rules, the city m ust spend at 


least 10 per cent o f the g rant funds, o r $4,300, with mino rity 
co ntracto rs o r businessmen, he said. Landwehr said the 
reaso n fo r the pre-bid co nference is to mak e sure any pro ­ 
spective co ntracto rs understand the rules and are prepared 
to abide by them 
Landwehr said he ex pects bids to be o pened at the No v. 21 
City Co uncil meeting , and said the Airpo rt Bo ard pro bably 
will meet No v. 22 to accept o r reject the bids. 
The new 32-by -47 -fo o t term inal will be built at the no rth- 
central end o f the airpo rt, just o ff Bo o nville Ro ad 
Landwehr said the city also plans to amend a g rant ap­ 
plicatio n submitted to the FAA almo st two y ears ag o to in­ 
clude a request fo r funds fo r tax i way lig hting , security fenc­ 
ing and additio nal ro adway s.

research,’’ and mo st priv ate research 
funded by the institute has no t fo cused o n 
the env iro nmental causes o f cancer. 


The estimated co sts o f reg ulating 
chemical hazards, the memo adds, “ are 
larg ely based o n info rmatio n fro m the in­ 
dustry to be reg ulated.” Co rpo ratio ns

Forgotten bread enjoys recognition

Although American cooks 
excel in baking hot breads. 
Yam Biscuits have never 
come into their own. 
A 
number of present-day com­ 
prehensive cookbooks I have 
searched have neglected this 
beguiling bread. 
Yet Yam Biscuits have been 
with us since at least 1871. In a 
cookbook copyrighted that 
year, by an author who lived 
in Raleigh, N.C., there’s a 
recipe for them. 
However, my favorite Yam 
Biscuit recipe comes from the 
“Ocracoke Cook Book,” a 
slender modem compilation 
published by the Woman’s 
Society of Christian Service of 
the United Methodist Church, 
Ocracoke, N. C. A friend of 
mine visited Ocracoke four or 
five years ago and brought me 
a copy. Perhaps this booklet 
(undated) is still in print. 


Curious about Ocracoke, I 
looked it up in a travel guide 
and found it is one of the chain 
of narrow sandy islands 
stretching from Cape Lookout 
to Back Bay, Va., called the 
Outer Banks. The guide notes 
Ocracoke was settled in the 
17th century, so perhaps Yam 


Biscuits go back further than 
1871. 
My adaptation of the 
Ocracoke recipe ; 


YAM BISCUITS A LA 
HILDA SCARBOROUGH 
P/4 pounds (scant) yams 
Vz cup solid white 
shortening 
Vk cups all-purpose flour 


2 teaspoons baking powder 
1 teaspoon salt 
V4 cup sugar 
Scrub the yams in cold 
water, do not pare; cover 
them with boiling water and 
boil in a covered saucepan just 
until tender when pierced with 
a fork. Drain; remove skins 
and mash; measure enough to 
make 2 cups; reserve any re­ 
maining for some other use. 
With a spoon, beat the shorten­ 
ing into the 2 cups mashed hot 
yams until blended; cool. 
In a medium-size bowl stir 
together the flour, baking 
powder, salt and sugar. Add 
the yam mixture and work 
together until blended. If 


dough is very sticky, add flour 
sparingly. 


On a pastry cloth with a 
stockinet-covered rolling pin, 
roll out ti-inch thick. With a 
floured round 2-inch cutter, 
cut out biscuits. Place slightly 
apart on an ungreased cookie 
sheet. Bake in a preheated 
450-degree oven until browned 
— 15 to 18 minutes. (Bottoms 
of the biscuits will be very 
dark, but they will not taste 
scorched.) Rush to the table 
while they are still puffy and 
hot; they will sink slightly as 
they cool. As Mrs. Scar­ 
borough says, “ They are crus­ 
ty outside and soft inside. 
Serve them with plenty of 
butter.”

KANSAS CITY 
(AP) 
- 
While Tom Perry lay critical­ 
ly injured in a hospital Satur­ 
day night his shaken Colorado 
teammates drew near to pray 
for him. 
“ They gathered together on 
the plane and had a prayer,” 
Colorado Coach Bill Mallory 
said Monday at the Big Eight 
coaches briefing. “ It really 
shook everybody. I guarantee 
you it was a scary thing.” 
Perry, a big, talented senior 
linebacker and top profes­ 
sional prospect, suffered head 
injuries in Colorado’s game at 
Nebraska Saturday. After the 
game he went into convulsions 
and was rushed to a hospital in 


Lincoln. 
Transferred 
that 
night to an Omaha hospital, he 
underwent a five-hour opera­ 
tion and was in critical condi­ 
tion. His condition was listed 
as fair Monday and Mallory 
said 
the 
reports 
sounded 
“ very encouraging.”

Mallory scrutinized films of

The 
jolt didn’t look that severe, but 
it must have been,” 
That a superbly ccnditioned, 
well coached young athlete 
could be so critically injured 
on a routine play cast a 
disturbing pall over the entire 
briefing. 


Mallory said Perry came off 
the field, feeling wobbly, after 
the play, but insisted he felt 
okay 
and was allowed

ST. LOUIS (AP) - The St. 
Louis Cardinals say a rarely 
imposed penalty baffled them 
while they were en route to 
their 49-31 triumph Sunday 
over the New Orleans Saints.

Pollard burst through to block 
Jim Bakken’s attempted field 
goal from the Saints’ 20. 
A wild scramble for the ball 
ensued, with Cards holder 
Roger Wehrli eventually 
scooping it up and running out 
of bounds at New Orleans’ 14 
after several players had 
hands on it. 
That brought about a 
lengthy huddle of the officials. 


When it ended, confusion still 
hung over players from both 
teams as St. Louis was moved 
half the distance to the goal 
line for a first down at the 7. 
As it turned out, the penalty 
was called 
against Saints 
linebacker Jim Merlo, who 
was ruled to have slapped the 
ball as it bounced along Busch 
Stadium’s artificial turf. 
“ It was unclear to me at the 
time,” Coryell 
admitted, 
however. “ What I thought was 
that they had jumped up on 
each other’s backs to slap the 
ball. I haven’t heard anything 
different, but I understand one 
of their people slapped the ball 
toward their own goal.”
